In Claim 20, line 1, the crossed-out " 17 18 " has been changed to ¥J- 18 - to 
correct a typographical error. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The reference (US 5,804,634) differs from the present invention (Claims 5-9,1 1- 
16 and 18-26) in that the claimed process under two novel conditions, which one 
condition is under "absence of added solvent" and the other is "to achieve a total diol 
stoichiometric excess of 0.5 to 15 mole percent". 

With respect to Claims 27-31, the reference (US 5,817,384) fails to disclose the 
surface of coated paper sheet having a temperature below a solidification temperature of 
liquid crystalline polymer. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the
